THE BBC’s Young Apprentice 
has got nothing on this lot. 
Entrepreneurs at Plumcroft 
primary school have started their 
own business - and it’s running 
like a well-oiled arm of the Alan 
Sugar empire. 

Ten-year-old Danielle Bailey started 
the Four Fruits tuck shop with pals 
Mary Bellhouse, Daria Kader, and 
Paige Carr, selling apples, oranges 
and bananas to fellow pupils in the 
playground at break times. 

And business is booming - the girls 
are shifting a staggering 500 pieces of 
fruit every week. 

Danielle told GT: “A couple of years 
ago some pupils tried to do a similar 
thing, but it didn’t go well at all. 

“I thought we could improve on the 
idea and do a much better job. It’s 
been going great.” 

Headteacher Richard Slade gave the 
go-ahead to the fledgling franchise 
on the condition that it run like a 
genuine business. 

“I asked the girls to prove to me 
that there was a demand, so they 
did questionnaires, spreadsheets, 
assessed what fruit would sell and 
how much customers would be 
prepared to pay,” he said. “When 


they presented their findings to me it 
looked like a viable business plan.” 

The team sourced a local 
greengrocer to provide the produce at 
a competitive price. 

As a self-made businessman, Mike 
Smith admired the chutzpah of the 
girls and agreed to become a partner. 

“The most impressive thing is the 
way the girls have approached it,” he 
said. “When I met up with them it was 
like a proper business meeting, they 
asked the right questions, I could tell 
they were serious.” 

They brokered a deal with the fruit 
and veg man which let them sell the 
fruit for 20 pence a unit and still turn 
a profit. 

Eleven-year-old Paige told us: “We 
have sold more than we expected to 
from our spreadsheets. And no-one’s 
in charge - we work together as a 
team.” 

Daria, 10 added: “Apples are the best- 
sellers, but we’ve just got bananas in 
and they are popular too.” 

All of the Four Fruits’ profits go to 
the Cancer Research charity. 

Headteacher Richard said: “What 
we’re trying to teach the children 
is how to run a business - how to 
take a good idea and turn it into 
a good business, and that it takes 
commitment, hard work - and you’ve 
got to stick at it.”

Medal-winning Paralympian Robert Barrett won’t 
be competing in his new sport of sitting volleyball 
but he WILL be there, he tells PETER CORDWELL...

Bronze medallist busy 
behind the scenes 


DOUBLE Paralympic 
bronze medallist Robert 
“Robbie” Barrett had his 
chances of competing at 
the London 2012 Games 
scuppered by an injury... 
to somebody else. 

But the Shooters Hill 
athlete will be even more 
involved in the Games as a 
result. 

Robbie - who finished 
third in both the 100m 
and 200m in Seoul in 1988, 
before switching to sitting 
volleyball, said: “The top 
volleyball player in the 
country, Richard Dobell, 
tore his cruciate ligaments, 
which means he can’t really 
play standing any more, so 
he’s switched to sitting. 

“We’re both setters and we 
play with a one setter system 
so I didn’t want to go to the 
Games and sit on the bench.” 

Disappointed as he was, 
Robbie is nothing but a 
realist - having lost his left 
leg below the knee in an 
accident while serving in 
the Navy in Hong Kong in 
1979 - and quickly decided 
to move on. That includes 
working behind the scenes 
at the Games and getting 
involved in both the opening 
and closing ceremonies and 
pretty much everything 
else in between as a ‘Games 
Maker’. 

“I’ll be helping to look after 
the training venue in Kent for 
the sitting volleyball teams. 
That’ll be great because I’ll 
see all the friends I’ve made 
from around the world. 

“I might even get on court 
at the training venue, who 
knows!” 

As a below-knee amputee, 
Robbie has been involved in 
disabled sport for more than 
20 years, first as an athlete 
and then as a coach. Now his 
life includes working with 
Aspire, the charity for people 
with spinal injuries, summer 
camps with the University 
of East London and working 


with local schools on sports 
days. 

“I was a sprinter and then 
moved into Pentathlon 
events after competing in 
Seoul and was the national 
and European record holder 
in 100m, 200m, 400m and 
long jump,” he said. 

“In Seoul I was lucky 
enough to be involved in 
one of the greatest races 
ever seen for amputees, the 
final of the 100m. 

“All three places broke the 
world record and the same 
three athletes filled the 
places in the 200m. 

“In Barcelona in 1992, 
I represented GB in the 
Pentathlon, having taken 
fourth place at the World 
Championships the previous 
year.” 

In a unique sporting career 
that has also included rugby 
- “my disability was only 
noticed in the showers” - 
and snowboarding, Robbie 
helped to form the East 
London Lynx Sitting 
Volleyball team that he plays 
in and manages. 

“I’m privileged to have been 
involved in sport for so long 
and to have met so many 
wonderful people and had so 
many fantastic experiences,” 
Robbie told GT. 

“When I work in schools 
it’s all very normal when 
I’m speaking but you should 
see their faces when I take 
off my leg for the warm-up. 
It’s very funny but they get 
over it very quickly and then 
ask all the questions. If I 
could give up my day job as 
a technical project manager 
that’s where I would focus, 
especially in getting more 
funds for team sports.” 

His experiences have 
inevitably had a profound 
effect on him as a person. 
He said: “If I was able to 
get my life back the way 
it was before I lost my leg 
and lose everything I have 
experienced, I would have to 
say, no thank you.”

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ALL 300 pupils from Halstow Primary in 
Halstow Road, Greenwich, went to the 
Painted Hall at the Old Royal Naval College 
to look at a painting of George I by James 
Thornhill. It shows a ghostly hand coming 
out from a carpet, said to belong to the 
king’s wife, who he had locked up in a 
German castle. 

Assistant headteacher Clara Chilvers said: 
“The children explored the story behind 
the painting. Back at school they wrote a 
letter as Sophie Dorothea writing to her 
husband. The younger ones wrote a letter 
to the artist saying what they thought 
of his painting and they all loved it. It’s 
really good for them to learn that pictures 
really do tell a story, and it was a real step 
forward in their letter writing.” 

Anna Austin, seven, said: “I liked seeing the 
amazing work and I was staggered when I 
found it took James Thornhill 19 years to 
paint.” 


Matthew Francis, eight, said: “It helped my 
imaginative writing to see the painting.” 
And Jack Smith, six, said: “I found out that 
the king didn’t really like the queen and it 
gave me a good idea for my writing." 
Halstow parents were full of praise for the 
initiative. Anita Chhabra said: “It’s brilliant 
to utilise local resources and tie them into 
the learning and curriculum in school.” 

And Sarah Stock said: “It’s fantastic when 
the children go out locally and learn things 
about history that we as parents didn’t 
know. We’re excited that they can take us 
back as a family, and teach us about what 
they have learned.” 

Halstow headteacher Mary Whitehead said: 
“Our children have really enjoyed the visit 
to see the painting and have returned full 
of enthusiasm for the art and writing tasks 
that they are undertaking. I am so thrilled 
that our children are getting to know a 
significant part of their local heritage.” 
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THE pupils at Deansfield Primary School 
in Dairsie Road, Eltham, were invited 
to the World Heritage Site, to see the 
Old Royal Naval College, the National 
Maritime Museum and the Queen’s House. 

Each class took an aspect of a site and 
explored it in detail, some wrote a story 
about the Painted Hall, others looked at 
the Queen’s House. 

School head Jo Gordon said: “We 
wanted them to develop a meaningful 
relationship with the World Heritage Site, 
and develop a sense of ownership of their 
local history.” 

Harry Barker and Chloe Atkinson- 
Boulton from Year 5 were making their 
first visit to the Naval College, and wrote 
stories about an old bottle that was on 
display, containing headlice and human 
hair. Harry said: “It was really interesting 
to see things like this, and I’ll definitely go 
again.” Chloe said: “I thought the best bit 
was the big map of Greenwich that lights 
up when you press different buttons.” 

Thomas Sutherland, 11, and Jessie 
Smith, 10, from Year Six went to the 
National Maritime Museum to create 
displays based on what they saw.

Worried you won’t be able to keep warm this winter? 

Maybe you know someone who you think might find it hard to cope when the weather gets cold? 


This winter Royal Borough of Greenwich is providing extra services and personal support for any of our resdents who may be at rtsic during the 
cold weather. Cold homes can cause health conditions to get worse, for example in people with heart problems or breathing (respiratory) problems. 
Icy conditions outside can make falls more likely especially amongst people who may be frail or unsteady when walkng. 

Using extra funding provided by the Department of Health, the Royal Borough of Greenwich will be working with GPs. the voluntary sector, social 
workers and the companies who provide social care to identify anyone who may be vulnerable during the cold weather and make sure they get help 
if they need it. 


This help could include a visit from a care worker to make sure the person is keeping warm at home and to organise help if cold weather means 
they cannot get out to die shops, or attend an appointment at die hospital or GP, for exatnple.They can also help put people in touch the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich's Handyperson Service, or Welfare Rights Service who can make sure that people receive all of the benefits that they are 
entitled to.

Fake travel agent scam 


AN Eltham mum has been tricked out of more than 
£2,000 after buying flight tickets in a fake travel 
agents scam. 

Ayo Ijoma wanted to take her three children to see 
relatives in Nigeria. She typed in ‘cheapest tickets to 
Nigeria’ on her computer, and then chose the best 
deal. 

She told GT: “I was told the flights would be with 
Air France, and was asked to go to a bank and pay a 
deposit of £600 into an account number I was given. I 
was then told to pay the balance of £1 ,550. 

“The firm promised the tickets were coming, and the 
bank made the cash payment. I waited for my tickets 
but nothing came.” 

She said: “I used a debit card for the cash payments, 
and I lost my money. It wouldn’t have happened if I 
had used a credit card.” 

Royal Borough of Greenwich Trading Standards 
officers who investigating the scam found it had been 
set up with the sole intention of ripping people off. 
The fake business had been set up using someone’s 
identity without their knowledge but the website has 
now been taken down. The investigation is ongoing 


but Trading Standards have admitted there is little 
hope of vicims getting their money back. Travel 
agents association ABTA has issued the following 
advice when booking a holiday: 

• Check whether yur travel company is an ABTA 
member on the ABTA website. ABTA also publishes 
a code of conduct for online travel companies called 
‘Standards on Websites and Online Trading’. 

• Make sure you’ve got the right paperwork. When you 
have booked and paid for your flight or holiday online 
you should receive a confirmation document outlining 
the travel arrangements and the money you have paid. 
When booking a flight, get confirmation from the Air 
Travel Organiser’s Licence protection scheme or the 
airline’s ticket or flight confirmation immediately. 

• Check that the payee names on the paperwork 
match with whom you have paid and check your bank 
and credit card statements for names and amounts. 

• Find out if your travel arrangements are financially 
protected if your travel company goes out of business. 
Many travel arrangements provided by ABTA members 
are protected. If not, ABTA members can offer low- 
cost insurance to cover consumers.

FIRST PORT OF CALL: the tourist information centre 

T HE ROYAL Borough welcomes 
around 18 million visitors each 
year. 

Ten million of them flock to the treasure 
trove of attractions at the Maritime 
Greenwich World Heritage Site. 

A first stop for many is the Discover 
Greenwich visitor centre at the Old Royal 
Naval College which is a free attraction in 
itself. The centre, which underwent a £6m 
refurbishment two years ago, includes a 
permanent exhibition, temporary displays, 
historical artefacts, scale models, films 
and hands-on exhibits which help visitors 
to explore over 500 years of local history. 

Taking seven-year-old Lughan for a visit 
to the Discover Greenwich visitor centre 
were Bram van-den-reijen and Yvonne 
Noone, from Eltham. Yvonne said: 
“Greenwich has an enormous number of 
attractions and so many nice things to do. 
I’m sure it will benefit from having the 
Olympics here.” 

The royal borough was the only UK 
destination to be listed in the world’s top 
ten spots to visit in 2012, published by 
Frommer’s travel guides last year. 

The listing was warmly welcomed and 
it is hoped it will help to attract even 
more visitors along with the borough’s 
new royal status. And, as one of the host 
boroughs for the London 2012 Games, 
Greenwich is set to welcome thousands 
more this summer. 

Many of them will be flocking to Woolwich 
to see Olympic events in shooting and 
archery, at the Royal Artillery Barracks. 
And another major attraction in the 
town is Firepower, the Royal Artillery’s 
museum at the Woolwich Arsenal. 

Eighty-nine year old Win Sear, who was 
an ARP warden for four years during the 
Second World War, was on her first visit 
from Rainham in Kent. 

She said: “It brought back memories 
for me. The kids today don’t know much 
about the war, and it’s good for them 
to come here and learn about it. I liked 
everything I saw here, and I’m sure other 
visitors will as well.” 

Tourism is one of the most important 
local industries providing more than 
11,000 jobs and contributing £774 million 
to the local economy each year. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for culture and the 
Olympics, said: “There’s no doubt about 
it, our royal borough has a wealth of 
attractions for visitors - the list is almost 
endless. 

“We also have expertise and advice 
available at the Tourist Information Centre 
near the Cutty Sark, and the Greenwich 
Heritage Centre at the Royal Arsenal, 
Woolwich. London 2012 will really put us 
on the map as a world-class destination 
for tourists, and I wish all our businesses 
every success for what I’m convinced will 
be a boom year for them.”

plays host to some more recent 
relics when hundreds of classic 
scooters rock up to the gates. 

Italian Lambrettas and 
Vespas were instant icons 
when they started appearing on 
Europe’s roads in the late 1950s 
and early 1960s. 

Their sleek, clean lines, 
accessibility and modernity 
meant that riding on two 
wheels was no longer the 
preserve of greasy blokes on 
motorbikes. 

Moreover, to own one was a 
statement. And it still is. 

Nick “Nicky Bubbles” Robins 
runs Soho’s Bar Italia scooter 
club, and organised the event 
on March 24. 

He told Scene : “It’s such an 
exhilarating thing to ride 
a scooter in a big group. 
Numbers could be anything 
from 200-400 - it really depends 
on the weather!” 

The rideout starts at the 
London Eye at noon. Riders 
and their clubs come from as 
far afield as the Midlands, as 
well as coming from local clubs, 
including Eltham’s Odd Mod 
Squad. 

He added: “People come 
from as far north as Derby. We 
all meet at the London Eye, 
then we make our merry way 
through the traffic all the way 
) Greenwich, which we should 




get to between 12.30 and 1pm. 

“We’ve been really lucky to 
get the Naval College as the 
venue this year. To be rolling 
into town, through those great 
big gates, parking up by the 
river - it’s going to be great.” 

The ride is open to anyone 
with a Vespa or a ‘Lammy’, but 
of course, the older the scooter, 
the more kudos it gets. 

“The scooter club I run is 
all about preserving classic 
scooters - geared scooters, 
not modern automatics, but 
anyone is welcome to come 
and join this ride,” he said. 
“Autos aren’t something 
that my club’s about but 
we embrace anyone on two 
wheels who wants to come 
down and join the fun.” 

The rideout is free to enter 
- bar the cost of petrol, and 
two-stroke oil. There is a hog 
roast and food at the ORNC, 
(not free), as well as the 
inaugural competitions for the 
best scooters on the day. 

“There is the Best Lambretta 
category, Best Mod Scooter - 
quite a few. We’ll be looking 
for the best example from each 
brand,” said Nick. “They are 
both very iconic brands but 
there were so many different 
models produced through the 
years. What the judges try 
and do is find the best shining 
example - the cleanest, the 
one that’s been restored to a 
particular standard and has all 
the little details that make it 
stand out.” 


As a restorer himself, Nick 
favours original-looking bikes. 

“What I ride is an original bike 
from 1966, it’s rough and ready, 
there are a few dents - but what 
I go for are crisp, well preserved 
professionally done bikes. It’s the 
little touches that make it stand 
out. If it’s neat - fantastic.”

# A GRIPPING BBC4 
documentary told the real 
story behind the movie epic, 
Alive. 

A team of rugby-playing 
teenagers from Uruguay survived for 
six weeks in the Andes before two of 
them climbed out with little more than a 
sleeping bag made from the seat covers of 
the aircraft. 

When they guided the rescue helicopter 
back across the snow-covered wilderness 
to pick up their friends, the pilot thought 
they must have become disorientated. 
But they weren’t lost - they had traversed 
an unbelievable distance in the South 
American mountain range on foot, and on 
the edge of starvation. 

The documentary was unique in that the 
true story was more Hollywood than the 
feature film that followed it. 

Fact really can be stranger - and more 
incredible, than fiction. When William 
Golding wrote Lord of the Flies in 1959 
he couldn’t have imagined that his novel 
would be usurped by a real, and even more 
grisly occurrence a decade later. 

But Flies has aged well, and the Sell a 
Door company’s faithful retelling breathed 
fresh life into the story at Greenwich 
Theatre, due thanks in no small part to an 
energetic young cast and terrific directing. 

Mark Smedley, as the loathsome Jack, 
had the obnoxiousness of Chris Barry’s 
Rimmer in Red Dwarf - with added 
arrogance, while the affable Ben Wiggins

GO out on a high note, great actors are told. 
Leave them laughing, leave them happy, 
leave them begging for more. 

So a dark, violent tragedy is an odd 
au-revoir for the farewell production of a 
local theatre group. And yet The Duchess of 
Malfi, from the Galleon theatre company at 
the Greenwich Playhouse, embodies all that 
it stands for: daring ambition, slick execution, 
and excellent acting. 

John Webster’s dark tale first performed in 
1613 at the original Globe Theatre in London 
starts brightly enough - a young widow (Alice 
de Sousa] in love, with her steward Antonio 
(Darren Stamford) - giving little or no hint of 
the darkness to come. But her brothers are 
outraged by her decision to wed, a marriage 
beneath her, to a servant no less. Antonio 
must be silenced lest he dishonour their 
name no matter the cost, no matter the 
hurt. The play soon descends into chaos and 
sham, one brother (Robin Holden] insane, 
the other (Bruce Jamieson] past repair, her 
maid Cariola (Emma Grace Arends] strangled 
to death, the instrument of it all, Bosola 
(Damian Quinn), the spy. 

While the premise is flimsy to modern day 
tastes the themes - vice and corruption, 
violence and sex - remain timeless, which is 
why it endures. The language is complex, the 
phrasing is heavy but the actors emerge with 
their standing in tact. De Sousa is confident, 
in command of her lines, occasionally 
moving but sometimes too loud. Holden and 
Stamford are pleasant enough but Quinn is 
quite clearly the pick of the bunch. He warms 
to his role like a flower to the sun, luxuriating 
in the language and enjoying centre stage. 
There is som ething quite wrong in that the 
Playhouse will soon close, this solid producer 
of classics. To thousands of people it has 
brought enjoyment and work, with three 
hundred plays in its two decade life. 9/10

Ralph. Sell a Door - which was best known 
for its work at the Greenwich Playhouse, 
before its imposed exile - is on a nationwide 
tour with the play until the end of April. 

Certainly the cast weren’t daunted by the 
extra space afforded by the Crooms Hill 
venue. 

A spartan set hung with boxing bags 
signposted the fights that would eventually 
blood the young castaways. 

Simple devices set the scene: after 
concluding their warm-up exercises on an 
imagined, prefect-heavy schoolyard, all it 
took was for a bag of sand to be tossed on to 
the stage to transport us to a desert beach. 

It was skilful direction that let us know that 
the dynamics of the classroom had also been 
transplanted onto the island. 

The symbolic representation of fire by 
the nine-man cast was striking, done using

nothing more than a red blanket and a 
mixture of voodoo and bravado to coax a 
tangible crackle from the stage. It was the 
blaze that would divide the gang of boys, 
irrevocably. 

Daniel Buckley’s pedantic Piggy of course, 
wassingledoutfor harsh treatment. Golding’s 
class conscience pitted Jack’s public school 
persona against the character’s schoolboy 


Cockney and dowdy threads. Superb light 
and sound inside the theatre lent an eerie 
feeling of dread to proceedings, a horrible 
inevitability to its climax. 

Bizarrely it was at its zenith that Sell a Door 
veered away from Golding’s prose. It was the 
only time during a captivating two hours that 
clarity was lost amid the controlled madness. 
It was a harsh lesson for the survivors on the 


fV 
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island, but as Alive proved, the human spirit 
is indomitable. Perhaps Golding was a little 
cynical when he turned his young men into 
savages. 

But nine lads on an island getting on like a 
bush fire wouldn’t have made much of a story 
now, would it? 8/10

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

FANCY an entirely new 
game of cricket that can be 
played in a couple of hours 
midweek or on Sunday? 

It’s a 20 five-ball overs 
format, which makes it perfect 
for teams of friends, family 
or workmates - eight on each 
side. The last batsman carries 
on, needing to scores twos or 
fours until he’s out or the 100 
balls are bowled. 

That’s how the game gets 
its name - Last Man Stands - 
and it’s coming to the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich this 
season. 

The local league, supported 
by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board (ECB), will be 
based at Blackheath Cricket 
Club at the Rectory Field in 
Charlton Road and managed 
by long-time Blackheath 
member Jon Taylor. 


Jon told GT: “Last Man 
Stands has been in central 
London since 2005, but this 
season there are leagues 
planned for venues at 
Greenwich, Lewisham and 
Bexley. 

“Last Man Stands have close 
to 17,000 players worldwide. 
The participants get global 
rankings and the game has 
been played at park and club 
venues all the way to the home 
of cricket, Lord’s.” 

It’s the fastest amateur 
cricket competition in the 
world and is aimed at players 
who love the game but couldn’t 
previously find the time for it. 

Other unique rules are 
designed to maximise 
participation and interest. If 
you clear the boundary with 
the last ball of the innings you 
score 12, and batters have to 
retire at 50 but can return as 
last man.
